How far is it from Washington 
D.C. to Los Angeles? 

If you should ever need to 
know, don't ask Connie Chung 
for directions. It took her five 
years to reach ‘the city of the 
angels.”’ 

As the guest speaker of this 
year's SAC Journalism Day, 
Chung said that before coming 
_ to L.A. she had covered politics 
for five years as a reporter for 
CBS’ Washington Bureau. 

With some experience as co- 
anchorperson at Los Angeles’ 
KNXT behind her, Chung spoke 
last Thursday about the nature 
of TV news and how it differs 
from the newspapers in method 
and effect. 

“There's always an element 
of show business in television 
news,’ she said. ‘‘Anybody who 
says there isn't, iScrazy.”’ 

Chung stated that ‘‘no matter 
how many words you write ina 
newspaper, you can't really 
capture the expression that you 
can in television.” 

The only drawback she can 
see to television news is that in 
essence it is not much more 


than a “‘headline service.” 

Although she feels that TV 
news is the best way, she was 
quick to admit that ‘‘we can only 
tell so much in the small amount 
of time that we have.” 

Chung had to make a few 
adjustments in switching froma 
network to a local newscaster. 

When she came to KNXT, she 
found that one of the biggest 
changes was going on the air 
‘live’ instead of taping the 
news as they had done at CBS. 

She also. said that local 
stations put much more 
emphasis on community or 

‘schlock’ news. 

“At first | think | had trouble 
getting excited about the fact 
that a firehydrant exploded and 
got water on a bunch of cars,” 
she said. 

“But after awhile, there was 
more of a sense of community, 
and | think | felt that stories 
which affected various parts of 
the community affected me.” 

Chung believes that people 
have come to expect more out of 
local anchorers than they do out 
of network anchorpeople. 

She stated that “in local 


news, people want a little more 
warmth.” 

A little added pressure is put 
on her, she feels, to be cordial in 
the newsroom because of the 
fact that she is a woman. 

When she first came to the 
West Coast, Chung wasn’t used 
to injecting any of her own 
personality into the newscast. 

She feels that by failing to do 
this, she caused a lot of people to 
stereotype and have bad 
feelings about her. 

“People say ‘well she doesn't 
smile, she’s insensitive, she 


probably doesn't even mess 


around, “ she said. 

As for whether she prefers to 
do her own stories or have the 
writers prepare them for her, 
she stated that what it boils 
down to is ‘you can read your 
shit better than you can read 
their shit.” 

This is one journalist who 
doesn't believe it is important to 
major in journalism. She was a 
biology major herself. 

‘“‘History is the 
important,’ she said. 

“News becomes history the 
very next day.”

Many anglos wonder why 
Cinco de Mayo, a Mexican 
holiday, is celebrated in this 
country. One reason is simply 
that, ‘Cinco de Mayo, to the 
Mexicans, is like St. Patrick's 
Day to the Irish. g instils pride in

their ancestry and _ enables 
them, on that day, to better 
identify with each other,” says 
Jose Palomo, Chicano Studies 
Coordinator. 

Cinco de Mayo is also a time 
for latinos to remember the 
battle that was fought on that 
day.Then,in the town of Puebla 
Mexico, an army of French 
soldiers was soundly defeated 
by a much smaller number of 
Mexican soldiers. 

It was the first fight of what 
was to become Mexico’s most 
difficult battle. 

That fight at Puebla proved to 
the world that ‘‘Mexico was very 
serious about its nationalism, ” 
said Jose Espinosa, Mexican/- 
American history instructor at 
SAC. Cinco de Mayo then, and 
now, ‘became a symbol of 


national unity for Mexicans 
throughout the world.” 

Southern California, having 
one of the largest concentra- 
tions of peoples of latin descent 
living here, traditionally 
celebrates the holiday in style 
as authentically as possible. 
This is a holiday that is enjoyed 
with people, food, drink, song 
and dance. 

SAC, Carmela Gonzales and 
the MEChA club hopes that “‘all 
people throughout the 
community will come and enjoy 
themselves. 

“We would really like to break 
some of those old stereotypes 
and let people know what Cinco 
de Mayo, and Mexicans, are all 
about,” added Gonzales. 

Along with the regular 
program activities, which are 


free to students and the general 
public as well, there will be a 
Yamaha Guitar given away on 
Friday.

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Board crowns ASSAC prez 
as RSCCD representative

The RSCCD Trustees 
approved a student representa- 
tive to board following a 
proposal designed by ASB 
President Lucy Diaz, Dr. Neal 
Rogers, vice-president of 
Student Affairs, Assistant Dean 
of Student Activities Don 
McCain’ and SAC President 
John E. Johnson 


“The new student representa- 
tive position will be held by the 
ASB president that: is elected 
this spring and will hold office 
for one year,’’ said Diaz. The 
student member of the board is 
being implemented according to 
a recent law requiring the board 


toafford student representation. 


The reason that the ASSAC 
president must serve a whole 
year is because of the clause in 
the state law. The law however 
does not specify that the ASB 
president must hold the 


While feeling envious over the 


opportunity of her successor, 


Diaz related, “‘It is probably the 
most influential position held on 
campus. It will encourage more 
interest in student government 
while enhancing the position of 
ASB president.” 

She also warned that, ‘Voters 
must seriously consider all new 
candidates since the newlength 
of their term is on a full school 
year.” 

Qualifications for the ASB 
presidentwillnowbe thathe orshe 
be a resident of the district. 
Removal from the position of 
Trustee member can be justified 
by missing four Board meetings 
or four ASSAC Senate meetings 
consecutively. 

Other methods stated for 
grounds of dismissal include: 
majority vote by the board, 
reasons specified by law or a 
recall petition containing one 
vote more than the total votes 
cast in the ASSAC presidential 
election. 


The proposal was met with 
little opposition from the board 
considering the idea of a non- 
elected student member was 
highly protested by some board 
members last semester. 

In other matters, the second 
campus site was brought to the 
attention of the board. The North 
Orange County Community 
College District sent the 
RSCCD board a letter relating, 
“As you know, we applaud your 
plans for a second site and will 
do all that we can to help Rancho 
Santiago maintain its legal 
independence and control of its 
own interests.” 

The letter was in response to 
CPEC’s decision that they would 
rather have North Orange, 
RSCCD and Saddleback districts 
act as one while adding a certain 
amount of state planning 
control. The districts feel that 
this control is unnecessary 
because it does not fulfill the 
best interests of their respective

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Last Monday night the RSCCD Board graciously 
decided to provide the SAC student body with a 
student member on the board. The only catch was 
that only the administration and the board were 
involved in the process. 

el DON firmly believes that the ASSAC 
president is not the proper choice for a student 
representative and is dismayed at discovering 
such intentions only after it has been passed into 
policy. 

The ASB president is only elected by roughtly 1 
percent of the student body, those that have forked 
over the $10 activities fee. Therefore the board 
has imposed a poll tax on the student body in order 
for them to be represented on the board.

Obviously the office of ‘the ASB president 
already maintains too many responsibilities in 
order to make him/her a proper voice of the 
people, otherwise history would show an already 
existing working relationship with the board not 
one of offhandedness. 

Secondly, can the ASSAC president be truly 
aware of the problems and needs of the average 
SAC student? el DON views the average age of 
those involved in student government at 19-20 
years-old yet the average age of students is 27 or, 
with continuing educationincluded, 32-years-old.

Middle East peace 


Dear Editor, 
| would like to respond to your 
recent editorial, ‘Peace’ in 


Middle East Still an Elusive 
Dream” (April 14). The thrust of 
your argument seemed to be a 
condemnation of Israeli Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin and 
his government's occupation of 
Arab territories. 

Granted, on its face the Israeli 
refusal to evacuate these areas 
seems somewhat untenable vis- 
a-vis supposed Arab military 
impotence, but the avowed 
determination of certain Middle 
Eastern interests to witness the 
annihilation of the Zionist 
regime makes the issue not so 
neat aS an_ unconditional 
withdrawal from occupied 
territories. Unequivocably, 
Israeli territorial integrity was 
violated during the 1967 Six- 
Day War: the Arab nations took 
their chances, with the 
knowledge that military history 
clearly describes the conse- 
quences of defeat. Now they 
clamor for restitution, but 
restitution can only be made 
when Israel no longer feels 
threatened from without, for 
every nation,. large or small, 
democratic or communistic, has 
the inherent and absolute right 
to protect and maintain itself. 

Though directly the Arab 
states presently pose no threat 
to Israel, just as importantly, 
indirectly they do. The 
Palestinian Liberation Organi- 
zation (P.L.O.) is ‘Israel's most 
immediate danger, and this 
organization, dedicated to the 
overthrow of Israel's _parlia- 
mentary government, is directly 
supported, through military, 
economic, and political means, 
either overtly or covertly, 
willingly or unwillingly, by 


-Ilsrael’s 1967 enemies; with only 


one fair-weather friend in the 
international community, Israel 
is placed in a desperate position. 

Obviously the Israeli 
government feels it is vital to its 
national interests to maintain 
the status quo as_ regards 
occupied Arab territory. The 
possibility exists, of course, that 
her occupation is sheer 
imperialism, but is her 
imperialism any worse than 
Syrian or Jordanian imperialism 
over any future Palestinian 
state? Is the P.L.O. foolish 
enough to believe that these 
nations have no ulterior motives 
in’ mind when _ aiding the 
Palestinians in their struggle? 
But more probably Israel 
maintains the West Bank, Golan 
Heights, Gaza Strip, and Sinai 
Peninsula as buffer zones. Is 
this any different than the 
Situation in Eastern Europe or in 
Asia, circumstances which the 
world community already 
tolerates, even accepts? Then 
why the furor over the same 
course of action when taken by 
Israel? 

Terrorism, the tool of the 
P.L.O., is a cancer; it is only 
logical to endeavor to eradicate 
a disease before it has the 
chance to infect - once it has 
entered the body odds _ for 
survival diminish. Only a person 
of extreme naivete would 
suppose that terrorism can be 
eliminated once and for all, but 
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attempts may be made to keep it 
in check. The world decries 
Israel’s push into southern 
Lebanon, but by permitting 
terrorist activities to originate 
from within her borders, 
Lebanon relegated herself to the 
status of a belligerent, opening 
her territory to armed invasion. 
Knowing the proclivities of the 
P.L.O., and Israel's historic 
response to armed conflict 
involving her own nationals, 
both within and without her 
sovereign territory, one can only 
place the blame for the violation 
of Lebanese territory, as a by- 
product of Israel’s resprisals on 
the P.L.O. for its latest in a series 
of civilian murders, at least 
equally as squarely on the 
shoulders of the Lebanese 
government itself. Had Lebanon 
not wanted to be invaded, which 
surely she did not, she should 
have instituted domestic 
measures to minimize the 
potential situation. 

Most of the world cheered and 
applauded Israel in her struggle 
for survival in 1967, weeped for 
her at Munich in 1972, and 
“oohed” and ‘‘aahed” at her 
success at Kampala in 1976. But 
the sheer determination of the 
P.L.O., its incessant, continual 
violations of international law, 
has dulled our sensibilities to its 
atrocities aimed at the defeat of 
Israel. How many more trials 
must this one small nation 
conquer before she is permitted 
to co-exist? 

We, the people of America, 
are a fickle lot. Too readily, too 
easily do we _ forsake the 
principles for which we 
ourselves fought, not only in our 
own Revolution, but as recently 
as World War Il, Korea and 
Vietnam: free will and self- 
determination. Too quickly we 
wither in the face of opposition. | 
do not pretend to argue that the 
Palestinians should not also be 
guuranteed these same rights, 
but by their gross actions they 
and they alone have suspended 
for themselves all claims to any 
national rights. Terrorism and 
wanton murder of innocent 
civilians will only win for the 
Palestinians further wrath and 
non-recognition by the Israeli 
government. Until they learn to 
achieve their ends through the 
political process they will never 
win: Israel is more determined 
than they. 

The position of the el DON is 
that Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat has done all he can to 
achieve peace in the Middle 
East, that Menachem Begin 
must now show his good faith. 
But with the continuing support 
of the P.L.O. by the other Arab 
states, who are allies of Egypt 
and between whom Israel 
probably draws little distinction 
in light of past activities, it is 
they, not Begin, who yet need to 
extend the olive branch by 
ceasing to allow the P.L.O. to 
use the Arab states as bases of 
operations and political havens; 
by repudiating once and for all 
their support of this group of 
internationally operating 
assassins.

Movie ‘Pretty Baby’ seen 
as notch above kidaie-porn

| love ya once, | love ya twice, | love ya more than beans and 
rice, spoke Violet as she tantilized every man she saw. Louis 
Malle’s new movie, Pretty Baby , reflects on the life of this 
young girl who was being raised to service customers who came 
to her ‘‘house.”’ 

‘Baby’ is a slow-moving story about a 12-year-old girl, Violet, 
played by model Brooke Shields, who grows up in the New 
Orleans red-light district in the early 1900's. It revolves around 
the work of photographer E.J. Bellocaq, played by Keith Carradine, 
and the romance and eventual marriage of the two. 

The plot is rather shallow, being neither convincingly carried 
out by the storyline octhe acting. Malle has not dug deep enough 
into the past to give his audience a complete accounting of the 
events of that time. 

The emotions of the characters are never emphasized enough 
to give the audience a feeling that it knows what Is going on and 
with whom. 

Much of the movie is centered around the other girls and their 
gentlemen friends instead of the two or three main characters. 
Violet's mother, Hatti, played by Susan Sarandon, leads the 
viewer to believe that the whole world has just crashed in upon 
her. Her tantrums are the best asset of her performance. 

Singer Frances Faye does not come through to us asthe strict 
madam Nell she is made out to be. Nor does Carradine, who looks 
more like a traveling salesman than a famous photographer, 
come through with a performance. His acting is not up to par as 
in some of his earlier movies including Nashville & Welcome to 
L.A. 


Perhaps the only reason to see this movie ts Shields‘portrayal 
of Violet. Her innocent face and actions at the beginning of the 
movie show nothing of the life she has led or is about to begin. 

She shines through every scene, even on her ‘coming out” 
night,, where she is paraded around and sold to the highest 
bidder. From then on she carries the whole movie. She comes on 
the the “johns” in an adult-like manner which makes the 
audience believe she is who she portrays. 

While not actually participating in sexual activity on the screen, 
her sex scenes are restricted to implications. However, the nude 
close-up of this 12-year-old girl make me wonder what all that 
self-righteous fuss was last summer by the larger studios

All you get here is a bunch of 
surfer jocks ‘getting down (oh 
wow, far out man, can you dig 
It)’ to disco, Barry Manilow, or 
some other bastion of terminal 
cretinism. Trying to find a local 
band or artist who does original 
material of some quality 
reminds one of panning for gold 
in the Santiago Creek bed: miles 
and miles and miles of the same 
old worthless rock. So it is to 
L.A., the land of watery eyes and 
boulevard sunsets, where we 
must look for exciting new 
musicians. 

First of all there is The Quick. 
Remember them? They once 
played at SAC’s amphitheater a 
couple of years ago, the last time 
our Campus has witnessed a 
decent rock concert. Fostered by 
entrepeneur/manipulator Kim 
Fowley, this little outfit features 
Sparks-type vocals. and teasing 
lyrics, but don’t fal! prey to the 
Maelbrothers’ barfitic cuteness. 

Mondo Deco, their first (and

Mercury Records, showed a 
tightness and punch not often 
found on debut efforts. Nasty- 
innocent numbers like ‘No No 
Girls” and “‘Hillary’’ have given 
The Quick a fanatical, though 
small, following, spearheaded 
by Lisa Fancher, an editor for a 
fanzine devoted to Quick-mania, 
and is to that band what Cary 
Baker is to Cheap Trick. 

Another Sparks disciple is 
transplanted Englishman Nick 
Gilder. Much guttier than even 
the Quick, every cut off of his 
first LP is a guaranteed show- 
stopper, as he combines double- 
entendre utterances with 
blazing keyboard-dominated 
melody lines and teen-idol good 
looks to create a charismatic, 
forceful performance. 

Among more conventional 
acts are The Zippers and The 
Pop, the former steeped in Phil 
Spector’s old glories, and the 
latter influenced by mid-sixties 
British mainstream rock. The 
Zippers have drawn almost 
unanimous critical raves for 
both their live shows and a 
single, “He’s A Rebel” b/w 
“You're So Strange.” “‘He’s a 
Rebel” is an old Gene Pitney 
original that first rocketed to No. 
1 in 1962 for The Crystals under 
Spector’s production, and is 
done much justice to here. 

“You're So Strange’ was 
penned by Bob Willingham, who

(which later spawned Jet, Milk 
and Cookies, and Sparks’ first 
manager), though they do it with 
plenty more crunch than just 
about anything this side of The 
Kinks or Yardbirds. A & R scouts 
have thus far overlooked them 
so The Pop put out an 
eponymous self-produced 
record on their own Automatic 
label. 

Meanwhile, A & M is said to 
be interested in Geisha, led by 
vocalist Jesse Barresh, a co- 
writer on some cuts off of 


Jefferson Starship’s Earth. 

On the heavier side, a power 
trio out of Detroit called The 
Dogs is worth more than 
checking out. Their Whisky gig 
was one of the best I’ve seen this 
year, as their Stooges/MC5- 
based metal attack has enough 
power to make many of today’s 
popular artists ashamed to call 
themselves rock and roll. These 
Dogs definitely go for the 


jugular, and with songs entitled 


“She Said Yeah,” “Younger 
Point,” and ‘‘A-Bomb Blues,” 
they can't lose. 

But now that Van Halen has 
been signed and looks rightfully 
headed for superstardom, 
Wolfgang is the class Southern 
California act. Like the Dogs, 
Wolfgang has been around a 
while, and it shows. Their sets 
are very professional, as Steve 
Fox and Randy Randall and 
company know how to work a 
crowd and make all the right 
moves at the right time to add 
flair to their hard-nosed, high 
decibel onslaught. 

In fact, the bassist, Randy, is 
the most popular member of the 
band, what with his beer-bottle 
slide solo almost always being 
the highlight of their sets, 
despite the strength inherent in 
“Cynthia,” “Get Dressed By 
Yourself,” “Make You Sweat,” 
and a philosophical tract, ‘‘Rock 
or Die.” 
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But a band named Holland 
should quickly move up to 
contend with Wolfgang and The 
Dogs as the top L.A. band, 
exhibiting an Aerosmith-meets- 
Blackmore guitar approach that 
causes audiences to lust for 
more. Right now their material 
iS somewhat inconsistent, 
needing a bit of tightening that 
includes the excision of their 
bombastic rendering of The 
Beatles “Help.” 

As for the punk-rockers, there 
really isn’t anyting beyond the 
Dickies, unless The Avengers 
finally decide to move down 
here permanently from Frisco. 
The Dickies, who appeared not 
too long ago on a CPO Sharkey 
episode, have a fierce minimalist 
sound dressed up with 
Strangleresque keyboard 
touches reflecting the New 
Wave's intense energy. Look for 
them onA& M. 

Should one desire to not fork 
out the $3-5 for tickets to see 
these artists at the Whisky, 
Starwood or Rock Corporation, 
he only needs to turn to Rodney 
Bingenheimer’s show from 8- 
10 p.m. Sunday nights on the 
finest radio station around these 
days, KROQ, to hear what’s 
happening in new sounds. 

So even if Orange County is 
deader than a prehistoric 
creature in the Tar Pits, L.A.’s 
plethora of fine talent more than 
makes up for that. So get out and 
Support your local band and 
above all, kick out the jams 
brothers and sisters!

“Total Destruction” is the 
definition used in Webster's 
Dictionary to describe the 
powerful word “holocaust.” 
This descriptive term was felt by 
an estimated 120 million 
American TV viewers last week. 

NBC’s four-part docu-drama 
Holocaust was told in terms of 
one fictitious family named 
Weiss. “To personalize the 
Jewish family was effective,” 
commented Rabbi Haim Asa of 
Fullerton. ‘‘Watching is much 
more forceful than seeing a 
million people killed. Numbers 
lost value. People tend to push 
away Statistics.” 

To try and capture the essence 
of Holocaust is impossible. 
“The human language is 
inadequate to express the terror; 
you cannot present all the cruel 
Situations,’’ said Simon 
Wiesenthal, a Nazi-hunter who 
has told his story to thousands 
for 30 years. ‘To say |am happy 


DISSAC counselor looks on 
life after automobile accident

You are a 19-year-old 
vivacious college co-ed with a 
full and active life in front of you. 

Suddenly, without warning, 
you are paralyzed. Your spinal 
cord has been severed and it isa 
fact. You will never walk again. 
What are you going to do now? 

If you are Jan Sherman, 
assistant counselor to specialist 
Mary Majors of the Disabled 
Students of SAC (DISSAC) 
Center, you quickly accept your 
loss and begin to live your life to 
the fullest. 

Jan's automobile accident 
happened over 10 years ago. 
She was attending Luther 
College in Decor, lowa at the 
time. “I think | was going to be a 
teacher, although | wasn’t sure 
at the time.” 

After her accident, Jan and 
her parents moved to Chula 
Vista, Ca. She bought an auto 


with hand controls. ‘There 
wasn't any problem getting back 
into a car and driving again,” 
continued Jan, “| am a good 
driver and my accident was just 
one of those freak things. It’s the 
only accident I’ve ever had.”’ 
While attending San Diego 
State University, Jan met and 
then married Bob Sherman. He 
has been a quadraplegic since 
1965. Jan quit college at. that 
time, but her husband went on 
to receive his bachelors degree 
in political science. He then 
continued studying at San Diego 
State and received his Masters 
in rehabilitation counseling. 
Both Jan and Bob work with 
handicapped people. “| work 
directly with SAC students as far 
as their own individual needs. | 
have five mobility aids who 
assist me in such things as 
giving tests for the blind 
students and helping the 
handicapped students’ with 


registration,” she said. 

Bob Sherman is employed 
with the state rehabilitation 
center in Santa Ana. He lines up 
jobs for the handicapped, and 
then coordinates with  pro- 
spective employers in training 
the disabled for the job. 

Life for the Shermans is full 
and rewarding. There are, of 
course, obstacles during a 
course of a day that both 
overcome with ease. 

Recreation and just plain fun 
are a major part of their lives. 

“There are Wheelchair 
Olympic games and they are 
always held in the country 
where the regular Olympic 
games are, but about a week or 
two ahead of time. Each state 
has its own state champion- 
ships. The people who qualify 
there can go to the nationals. In 
California last year, | placed 
third in the nation for pingpong. 
But because the nationals will 


in connection with the 
‘Holocaust’ is wrong,’ said 
Wiesenthal, ‘‘but | say it is good 
that they made it.” 

It is difficult while watching 
something like thisgrippingfilm 
to look beyond the _ tragic 
injustice forced upon the Jewish 
race. However, there is a type of 


“ironic radiance that somehow 


seemed to shine above the 
horror, even if only for a 
moment. 

This sense of peace is 
portrayed through the relation- 
ship between the Jews and God. 
For the Jews, their religion was 
shown as more than a simple 
belief: it was a way of life. 

“| was struck by the amazing 
sense of God's presence that 
they held within themselves,” 
stated Father Phil McGovern, 
advisor of the Newman Club at 
SAC. “Even at the time of death 
they seemed to have a unique 
type of peace, almost as if to 
accept their crucial fate before 
ever disregarding their Jewish

be held back east this year | 
won't be able to go,”’ sighed Jan. 
She, however, believes that 
these types of competitions are 
most important for disabled 
people. 

“The important thing about 
the Wheelchair Olympics is that 
it gives disabled people that 
have so much to offer, maybe 
before their accident, the

law.” 

One important impact of 
Holocaust is the need for us as 
human beings to review our 
own prejudices of today. In a 
sense similar stereotypes are 
going on now. 

We label certain people when 
they act and interact to the 
established norms of our 
society. Much too often 
handicapped and older people 
seem to be almost de- 
humanized in our society with 
its false emphasis on youth as if 
it were a permanent condition, 
denying the totality of the life 
experience. 

Our generation, not born 
during the ‘Holocaust’, had its 
horror defined for us during this 
past week. The _ prevailing 
question is Hees could it have 
happened . 

Would we ane the inner 
resources to resist a force such 
as the Nazi regime when 
directed so inhumanely against 
innocent victims?
